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Mott  Foundation 
Grants  $65,000 


A grant  of  $65,000  has  been 
awarded  to  BYU  from  the  Mott 
Foundation  to  assist  with  the  es- 
tablishment of  a Regional  Com- 
munity School  program,  it  was  an- 
nounced by  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson. 

Dr.  Israel  Heaton,  professor  of 
recreation  education  at  BYU,  was 
instrumental  in  obtaining  the  funds 
and  will  be  regional  center  director 
to  initiate  the  operation.  He  has 
studied  the  Mott  Program  in  Flint, 
Mich,  on  several  occasions,  hav- 
ing just  recently  returned  from  a 
six-week  internship  there. 

RED  SCHOOLHOUSE 

“The  Community  School  concept 
is  reminiscent  of  the  little  red 
schoolhouse,”  Dr.  Heaton  said. 
“The  town  school  was  the  center  of 
activity  and  every  citizen  knew  it 
was  his.  It  was  used  not  only  for 
class  instruction  during  the  day, 
but  also  for  political  mettings  on 
how  to  beat  the  drought  or  get  a 
stage  line.” 

He  explained  the  community 
school  idea  is  more  than  an  adult 
education  program.  It  considers 
the  schools  as  continuously  avail- 


demonstration  center  for  commun- 
ity schools  in  action. 

EXPAND  EDUCATION 

Some  of  the  immediate  changes 
which  chould  be  brought  about  in- 
clude improving  recreation  pro- 
grams for  all  ages  after  school, 
evenings,  weekends,  and  during  the 
summer;  development  programs  to 
bring  the  family  closer  together; 
expanding  the  adult  education  pro- 
gram; and  activities  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  rapidly  increasing 
number  of  senior  citizens. 

Also  helping  potential  school 
dropouts;  providing  opportunities 
for  gifted  students  and  citizens  to 
development  talents  and  perform 
more  extensively;  opening  of 
neighborhood  libraries;  involving 
neighbors  to  use  the  school  to  work 
out  their  problems  (delinquency, 
crime,  health,  cleanup  campaign, 
educational  failures,  prejudices, 
etc.). 

Dr.  Heaton  said  the  pilot  pro- 
gram in  Flint  now  involves  90,000 
children  and  adults  each  year, 
winter  and  summer.  It  has 
branched  out  to  include  boys 
camps,  big  brother  help  for  boys, 
children’s  health  centers,  leader- 
ship training,  Stepping  Stone  pro- 
grams for  girls,  committee  on  al- 
coholism, etc.

Dress...  A 


A great  deal  has  been  said  about  dress 
standards  and  styles  on  our  campus.  From 
the  earliest  literature  mailed  to  prospective 
students  to  the  almost  dressy-dress  exhibit- 
ed at  football  games  BYU  is  seen  as  one 
of  the  dressiest  and  clothes  conscious  cam- 
puses in  the  country. 

The  interesting  thing  is  that  taste  and 
propriety  are  emphasized  more  than  cost 
or  far-out  styling.  This  makes  it  relatively 
easy  for  students  to  dress  appropriately 
on  fairly  modest  budgets  if  care  and  fore- 
sight are  exercised. 

Generally  speaking  students  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  high  standards  of  dress 
and  behavior  that  they  set  and  maintain 
for  themselves.  This  is  even  more  impres- 
sive when  consideration  is  given  to  the 
fickle  and  often  fleeting  nature  of  fashion. 

Often  the  accuracy  with  which  an  indi- 
vidual gauges  the  propriety  of  his  dress 
or  behavior  is  a reflection  of  his  maturity 
and  socialization. 

On  our  campus  we  have  an  extremely 
wide  range  of  maturity,  age,  and  social 
customs.  There  are  further  compounded 
by  a multitude  of  diverse  activities — often 
occurring  simultaneously.  This  makes  it 
extremely  difficult  to  establish  hard,  fast 
rules  governing  dress  and  certain  types 
of  behavior.

Today  the  majority  of  students  on 
campus  are  seen  modestly  attired  in  do 
which  reflect  good  taste.  This  is  even 
significant  in  view  of  the  warm  sum 
temperatures  and  extreme  fashions  of 
day. 

A few  still  display  immaturity  and 
undue  attention  to  themselves  by  attu 
ing  classes  inappropriately  attired  but

If  we,  both  singularly  and  collecti 
stress  modesty,  propriety,  and  good  ) 
and  then  assume  responsibility  for  our 
behavior  then  we  can  assume  that 
we  see  on  campus  are  either  attired 
rectly  for  the  activity  they  are  engai 
or  are  visiting  our  campus  and  are  no 
aware  of  our  standards.

able  centers  from  early  morning 
until  late  evening  six  days  a week 
and  52  weeks  a year  for  what- 
ever purpose  the  community  needs. 

PUBLIC  USE 

“The  schools  belong  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  the  people  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  use  the  facilities,” 
he  asserted.  “To  use  these  ex- 
pensive buildings  from  only  8 or  9 
a.m.  to  3 p.m.  is  not  only  a poor 
investment  but  also  a block  to  com- 
munity development.” 

The  Mott  Foundation  was  estab- 
lished in  1926  by  Charles  Stewart 
Mott,  then  vice-president  of  Gen- 
eral Motors  Corp.,  primarily  for 
the  purpose  of  stimulating  such 
programs. 

With  this  grant  BYU  will  be- 
come a Regional  Center  with  a 
director  to  conduct  training  pro- 
grams for  community  leaders,  pub- 
lic school  personnel  and  commun- 
ity school  directors  from  Utah  and 
other  states.  Four  members  of  the 
BYU  faculty  have  had  training 
with  the  Mott  Foundation  in  Flint. 

TRAINING  PROGRAM 

The  director  also  will  seek  to 
incorporate  the  community  school 
philosophy  in  the  training  of  teach- 
ers in  the  colleges  and  universities 
of  the  state  and  serve  as  consulant 
to  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion which  is  vitally  inttrested  in 
developing  Community  Schools  in 
Utah. 

Many  Utah  school  districts  and 
the  State  Office  also  have  sent  rep- 
resentatives to  workshops  in  Flint, 
Mich,  and  it  is  expected  that  all 
40  school  districts  in  the  state  will 
be  seeking  the  services  of  the 
University  as  they  start  similar 
programs. 

Dr.  Heaton  said  an  imaginative 
community  school  director  (usual- 
ly a part-time  teacher  or  admini- 
strator) in  each  city  will  be  the 
key  to  the  program.  He  will  arouse 
the  people  to  solve  their  own  prob- 
lems and  develop  their  own  pro- 
grams to  fill  their  individual  needs 
through  use  of  the  schools. 

The  Provo  City  School  District, 
which  has  been  pioneering  this 
program  in  Utah,  will  serve  as  the

Presiding  at  the  tenth  annual 
convention  of  the  National  Feder- 
ation of  State  Poetry  Societies  re- 
cently, Dr.  Max  Golightly  set  an 
optimistic  tone  when  he  spoke  to 
some  400  delegates  from  26  states 
on  the  campus  of  Central  State 
College  in  Edmond,  Okla.

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Student  Authors  Return  From  North

BYU  advanced  writing  students 
said  good-by  to  “Operation  Mid- 
night Sun”  last  weekend  after 
completing  a 4800-mile  trek  through 
beautiful  Southeast  Alaska. 

Under  the  direction  of  national 
magazine  writer  Herbert  E.  Mc- 
Lean, students  interviewed  and 
took  pictures  for  stories  dealing 
with  such  diverse  topics  as  totemic 
art,  commercial  fishing,  outdoor 
camping  and  cooking,  bush  pilots, 
native  policemen,  and  funeral  di- 
rectors. 

The  students  will  now  submit 
articles  about  the  trip  to  national 
magazines. 

PRACTICAL  EXPERIENCE 

The  practical  writing  experience 
is  unique  among  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. 

Instead  of  the  typical  classroom, 
McLean  lectured  his  students 
aboard  the  Alaska  Marine  High- 
way ferry,  around  the  table  in  his 
camper,  on  the  beach  of  a deserted 
island  in  Glacier  Bay,  or  under 
the  protective  cover  of  a tent. 

But  McLean  believes  the  real 
value  in  education  comes  from  ac- 
tual experience. 

OIL,  NOT  SUN 

Students  often  took  advantage  of 
Alaska’s  midnight  sun,  working 
into  the  night  to  finish  a story— 
opiy  to  have  the  director  comment, 
“This  trip  should  be  called  “Op- 
eration Midnight  Oil!” 

The  oil  began  burning  in  Ketchi- 
kan, Alaska,  where  Doug  McKin- 
lay  did  stories  on  a Rudyard  Bay 
boat  trip,  the  local  fire  department 
and  the  Forest  Service  Ngvy.  Lee ! 
Nelson  interviewed  a sporting 
goods  dealer  and  flew  to  Hump- 
- back  Lake  for  a fishing  story. 

Next  stop  was  the  tiny  fishing 
town,  Wrangell,  where  Anita  Even- 


son  visited  a school  for  native 
children  while  Jeri  Bowen  worked 
on  the  local  newspaper. 

In  Petersburg,  Cliff  Kerr  inter- 
viewed several  officials  on  Alaska’s 
steep  fish  passes.  Ann  Nichols  re- 
searched the  1915  escapades  of 
murderer  Ed  Krause. 

MEET  GOVERNOR 
Alaska’s  capital  city,  Juneau, 
was  the  last  major  city  for  the  en- 
I ergetic  free  lance  writers.  Brief- 
| ings  were  held  with  many  state  of- 
! ficials  and  an  Operation  Midnight 
I Sun  certificate  of  merit  was  pre- 
I sented  to  Governor  Walter  J.  Hic- 
kel. 

Before  heading  their  auto  cara- 
van home,  the  group  chartered 
a boat  and  ventured  into  the  re- 
mote reaches  of  Glacier  Bay, 
were  22  major  glaciers  empty  into 
an  arm  of  the  Inside  Passage. 

FIFTY  STORIES 
McLean  estimates  that  the  num- 
ber of  student  stories  produced 
from  the  trip  will  total  over  50. 

“We  designed  this  experience  to 
stimulate  interest  in  magazine 


writing  as  a worthwhile,  profitable 
profession— and  to  provide  a rich 
natural  locale  for  our  work,”  Mc- 
Lean said.  “I  couldn’t  be  more 
please  with  the  results  thus  far.’
